BRING A FRIEND ID CHURCH WITH 
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Public Has Right To Know 


Can anvthing be done about the growing 
tendency of public officials in Washington 
to withhold, information to which the pres* 
and the public are entitled? The question 
is easier to ask than to answer. But Con­ 
gress has taken another shot at trying. 
President Eisenhower has signed a sim­ 
ple one-sentence bill designed to remove 
one pretext for putting a label of secrecy 
on information not affecting the national 
•eeuritv. 
A statute passed by Congress in 1789, 
which remains in effect today, authorizes 
heads of executive departments to make 
regulations for the “custody, use. and pres­ 
ervation” of departmental records. The 
Founding Fathers were convinced that in­ 
formed public opinion is essential in a rep­ 
resentative government, which makes it 
obvious this old statute was never intended 
to give carte blance to the arbitrary with­ 
holding of information about the opera­ 
tions of government. 
In recent years, however, petifogging le­ 
gal interpretations have permitted officials 
to use the 1789 act for that purpose. 
This new law' mav merely drive them to 
seek some other excuse. There is an old 
saying in Washington that no jobholder 
Pay Nothing, See Nothing 


Even if he is no real devotee of tele­ 
vision. at least he is fair-minded in his 
criticism.

w as ever fired for withholding information. 
If a subordinate employe gives a reporter 
news that embarrasses higher officials, he 
doesn't enhance his popularity within his 
department. 
There are also scores of other statutes 
passed by Congress which authorize keep­ 
ing public information secret for security 
or other reasons. And President Eisenhow­ 
er noted in signing the bill that it does not * 
curtail his implied power to keep informa­ 
tion confidential in the public interest. 
Between the statutes and the natural 
tendency of bureaucrats to clam up, t h e 
problems of getting news and information 
about the workings of the increasingly 
complex government will not be automat­ 
ically solved by this new statute. 
It is a step in the right direction, never­ 
theless. What it aavs la that the 1789 stat­ 
ute shall not be taken to authorize the 
withholding from the public of information 
not explicitly protected by other statutes. 
But whatever the law says, some bureau­ 
crats will still refuse to reveal information 
when no statute authorizes them to refuse. 
They will no longer have the 1789 statute 
to hide behind, however, w h i c h should 
make the public s right to know easier to 
assert.

Too Many Accident Figures 


What is the annual rate of injuries in 
traffic accidents? Three different sources 
supply figures that vary widely. 
If this is confusing to the public it is even 
less satisfactory to some insurance offi­ 
cials. A spokesman for the Association of 
Casualty and Insurance Companies say* 
there is need of a standard accident report 
form so that the public as well as those ac­ 
tually working in the safety field will know 
the proportions of the problem. 
He contends the national toll is “shock­ 
ingly higher” than the figures that ar* pub­ 
lished.

lapse of the British Em pire, he 
says:

in­ 
volved in this mid century per­ 
secution of peoples who have in­ 
creased and multiplied, thereby 
becoming a threat to the British 
way of thinking and landlording 
the world. .
